MORE ROOMS IN OUR CHURUHES,
Time wis when a church edifice was consld-
erod amply fumished with allneedfnl accommo-
datlons I It had, in addigion Lo o maln au-
dience-room, snother and smaller, designed for
the double purpose of Sunday-8chool and
prayer-meetings, o small room with n gallary
for an infant class, and several clags-rooms, But
of Inte years, as tho working and social power
of the Churchi has graduslly developod, the
want of additional rooms has been felt, and this
want, we nre happy (0 gay, ls supplled In many
of our beat churohes.
Our Sunday Schools need better nccommoida-
tlons than they bave nsunlly had. The church
eonsclence onght not Lo be satisfied with putting
lving children for two hours every Banday in a
depth of earth where only the dead should be
placed; yet there are under many of our cliurches
Just such dark, miserable holes in the ground, ns
deep ss graves, and almost as damp. They are
coneldered good enough for the children. The
Sunday School rooms should be as cheerful and
pleagant as they can be made. We do not plead
fer extravagant adornment of art, yot they
ouiht to be attractive. By all means, let them
be above gronnd. We heartlly wish that not
another church might be bullt with a basement
underground, even 10 the depth of a foot, There
ought also 1o be rooms for ndult classes and for
infant clnsses, the latter with gallerles; and nll
rooms, large and amall, should be well ventilated.
The complaint is often made that “‘there are
not nights enough in the week" for all the
meelings that are necessary for church purposes.
This difficulty arises in many places from the
fact that every week three or four evenings are
taken up with class meetings. Now, we caunot
muake any more nights in a week than the
orthodox wseven which our ancestors have
handed down (o us, but we might malke more
clags-rocms, 8o that all the classes, even ina
large chureh, need not occupy more than two
evenings in each week. Wiin the help of SBun-
day, these surely ought to suflice, and thus a
night or two might be galoed during the week
for other purposcs.

EPISCOFAL.

—The Episcopalians are opening church read-
ing-rooms in Boston., They hope to secare o
bullding at an exjenge of $40,000.

—Trinity Churih, New York, gives an annual
donation to several «hurches, mmblinr them to
remain where they are, and thus securing oppor-
tunities for worship to down-town residents,

—The Reov. . Ji. Tyng, Jr.'s, church lately
took up a confribution of about $5000 in aid of
the House of the Evangelist, o new theological
#chool to educate voung men to preach the
Gospel to the veglected in New York city., This
is gaid to be the largest collection over taken up

in an Episcopal chureh in this country,
correspondent of the Churchman says
that at Asheyille, N. O, efforts are belug made
to cstab'leh a Theologloul Training School
where there are now three students. The ouly
minlster who has ever muintained a permanent
location in the mountains of Western North
Carolina s Rev. Jarvis Buxton, there belng ro
other parish priest west of the Blue Kidge, e
has been there twenty years,

—The Hartford Churehman says: -“There 18
an Episcopal mistion in Balt Lake City composed
of !,iulmp Tuttle and wwo devoted clergymen.
They have for three years ocoupled a fleld aban-
doned by every other Christian minlster who
hos attempted missionary work there. Now
this mission nwmbere nearly 100 communicants
with a Sabtath school of 155 pupils, and hos
contributed #0000 to the work there in the three
years, Three young men, sous of Mormons, are
under ingtruction for the mnistry.”

—Rev. Colin C. Tate, réctor of 8t. Paul's
Church, Columbus, Olblo, in a note dated Feb-
ruary 28, informed Bishop Mcllvaine *‘that the
surpliced cholr and processional singing in 8t
Paul’'s Charch were discontinned on Suuday,
Jannary 2, 1870." This communication having
been lnid before the gtanding committee, that
body ndopted the following resolution, whereby
Mr. Tate's etanding Is restored: —

Resolved, That inasmuch as the Rev, C, € Tate
hns omcm’uy notifled the bishop of the diocese of the
discontinuance of the objuctionable practices ln St
Paul's Church, Columbus, and for which he, the
Rev. O, C. Tute, was presented for trinl, the Siand-
ing Committee withdraw the presestment.

—Dayton, Ohlo, has been visited by a graclons
outpouring of the Holy 8pirit. The pastor ol
the Wayne Btreet Church has baptized elghty-
elghi converts since the meetings began, and at
the First Church Afty-eight have been baptized.
The work is stiil In progress,

—The Baptlst Chiurch In Paris wonld not be
allowed to lmmerge thelr converts in the Seloe,
or In public anywhere, As thelr pluce of wor-
ship will not admit & bapustery, they are ob-
liged, in baptizing o convert, to bring in a large
box for the purpose.

—The Baptist papers show different degrocs
of oppesition to open communion. The Spare
Iowr, of SBan Francisco, is a little seml-mouthly
sheet, edited by Dr. Bawtelle, and earnestly in
favor of the measure, The Walchman and Re-
fleetor, of Boston, the ablest paper in the de-
nomination, and the Journal and Messenger, of
Cinelnuatl, are both temperately opposed to the
measure; but do not hesitate to weknowledge
thoge who favor It as sonnd Baptists, and some-
times ingert their communications on the sub-
ject, The Eraminer and Chronicle, of Now

fork, 1s bitterly opposed to it, and never gives
the othor side o hearlog. The less able papers
of Chicago and Philadelphia are satisfled with
giving denominational news, without attempting
to mould denominntional sentiment. Then we
have guch Western and SBouthern papors as the
Baptist, of Memphis, which would not even
allow an exchange with or any recognition of
unimmersed ministers.—Independend,

~The New York Observer eays that on a
recent Funday Rev. Dr. Hall administered the
communion to eleven or twelve hundred com-

—The Klogsbury, after being pastor
of the lsn. chureh, Futnam, Ohio, for
thirty 3 , hns tondered his resignation, in

consequence of his advanced nge and increasing
infirmities. 1lig resignation was declined, as the
congregation desire his pastoral relation to con-
tinue for life, and propoie employing an
nssistant.
—A very ioteresting question to those who
support our benevolent societles is that opened
by o correspondent of the Evangelist, who be-
lieves that not only should the several boards of
the two Presbyterian bodics be consolidated, as
has been contemplated, but that this ought to
be carried so much further ns to merge the
half-dozen boards Into two or three, He says
that the migsion work of the Church properly
divides itself Into dowmestic and forelgn, and
that two societies are enough to take it all.
